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ABSTRACT 



This report presents results on the number of Maryland high 
school graduates who attend Howard Community College (HCC) . The number of 
recent public high school graduates showing up at HCC increased from 384 
(spring 1992 graduates) to 443 (spring 1997 graduates) . HCC's share of the 
students who attend college in Maryland has ranged from 36-42% with no clear 
trend for the county. The number of graduates attending Maryland campuses 
full-time has increased from 229 (1994 graduates) to 313 (1997 graduates). 
HCC’s share of these full-time students has ranged from 30-35%, with no clear 
trend over this period. The numbers of graduates attending Maryland campuses 
part-time has been small and there is some volatility in enrollment percents 
participating from year-to-year. HCC’s share ranged from 70-81% of this group 
of part-time students. Other colleges that have been increasing their share 
of Howard County graduates faster than HCC over the five-year period were 
UMCP, St. Mary’s, and Towson. HCC enrollment from these schools has increased 
by 14% over the five-year period, while the total number of graduates 
increased by 17%. Most graduates who attend college full-time go to HCC, 
followed by UMCP. Eighty percent of graduates who attend college part-time 
attend HCC. (VWC)

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Market Share: Howard County Public High School Graduates 
Attending Maryland Campuses 



The ability to track students from high school to colleges in Maryland and to study the trends in their choices provides a unique 
opportunity to examine HCC’s share of this important market category. Because the data are for the entire year after high 
school graduation and because all colleges in Maryland must then submit their enrollment files, the trends do not reflect the 
current year or the most recent year. Despite this lack of the most recent enrollment experience, the ability to obtain trend data 
from surrounding community colleges and the four year campuses in Maryland provides unique, comparative information and 
should be carefully analyzed. 

HCC received 40% of the Spring 1997 Howard County public high school graduates, who went to college in Maryland (the 
denominator equals those who attended campuses in Maryland). In that year HCC also received 20% of all high school 
graduates (the denominator in that case equals graduates who did not go to any college, who went to out-of-state colleges and 
those who went to Maryland colleges). The total number of recent high school graduates (Spring 1997) attending HCC during 
academic year 1997/98 was 443. 



MARKET SHARE OF IN-STATE STUDENTS: 

Table 1 A: 

How many recent public high school graduates are showing up at HCC? What is HCC’s share of the students who 
attend college in Maryland? The number of these students increased from 384 (Spring 1992 graduates) to 443 (Spring 1997 
graduates). HCC’s share has ranged from 36% to 42% with no clear trend for the county. This market share has, however, 
varied by high school, with a high of 53% in 1997 from Hammond, to a low of 27% from Centennial. 

Table IB: 

How many public high school graduates, who attend Maryland campuses as full-time students, are showing up at 
HCC? The number of graduates attending full-time, has increased from 229 for 1994 graduates to 313 for the 1997 graduates. 
HCC’s share of these full-time students has ranged from 30% to 35%, with no clear trend over this period. 

Table 1C: 

How many public high school graduates, who attend Maryland campuses as part-time students, are attending HCC? 
The numbers of these students has been small (less than 150 students per year) and there is some volatility in enrollment 
percents participating from year-to-year. HCC’s share ranged from 70% to 81% of this group of part-time students.

Table 2A: 

Where else do Howard County public school graduates go to college in Maryland? One of the most valuable uses of these 
data are the ability to track not only HCC enrollment, but to examine the trends at surrounding community colleges and four 
year campuses in Maryland. Campuses that have been growing their share of Howard County graduates faster than HCC over 
the five year period were UMCP (+49%), St. Mary’s (+73%) and Towson (+65%). Catonsville Community College has 
experienced a significant loss of students and market share from Howard County public high schools. HCC enrollment from 
these schools has increased by 14% over the five year period, while the total number of graduates increased by 17%. 

Table 2B: 

Where do Howard County public school graduates, who attend full-time , go to college in Maryland? Most go to HCC 
(33%), followed by UMCP (26%). The fastest growing full-time enrollments are at St. Mary’s (+73%), Towson (+68%), and 
UMCP (+49%). HCC’s growth in this category was 15%. 

Table 2C: 

Where do Howard County public school graduates, who attend part-time , go to college in Maryland? Eighty percent 
attend HCC . Another 12% attend Catonsville Community College. This category has shown an 1 1% growth in the 5 year 
period at HCC and almost no growth or negative growth at the other campuses in Maryland.
